BRISTOL CIRCUIT FORMED. ££ 


In referring to the minutes ol a Confer- 


ence, hold at Philadelphia, September 
10th, 1778, Bishop Asbury presiding, Bris- 
tol Circuit was formed. 
It embraced all 


that part of Northern Pennsylvania, lying 
between the Delaware nnd Susquehanna 
Riven, and 
between the Philadelphia 


county line and the Pocono Mountains. 
Not a aingle Methodist Episcopal Ohurch 
had been built in Bucks County; William 
Dougherty was appointed by the bishop 
preacher in charge of the circuit. 
Hu vis- 


ited Bristol, and found a number who 
had been awakened by the preaching of 
Captain Webb and, others who had fol- 
lowed him. 
He organized a class of thir- 


teen 
persons, among 
whom were the 


grandparents of the late William Kinsey. 
At the close of the conference year ho re- 
ported thirty-two members on the circuit. 
He was succeeded by Robert Pann, usder 
whose administration the organization of 
Bristol church was completed. He re- 
turned fifty-seven members, and was suc- 
ceeded by Robert Hutchinson. During 
the latter's term the membership was 
g eatly increased. 
At the close of his 


year, two preachers were appointed to the 
circuit, 
Gamaliel 
Bailey 
and Joseph 


Lovell. Public meetings 
were held in 


the upper room of the old Court Houst 
on Cedar street and prayer and class meet- 
ings in private houses, until the year 1802, 
when the Society having increased in 
number, it was found necessary to have a 
larger and more convenient place to hold 
their meetings. The subject was brought 
to the notice 
of the preachers, who 


recommended that a meeting of the mem- 
bers be called to take into consideration 
the subject of building a church. Some 
of the members thought it could not be 
accomplished,' the Society being small 
and poor, it would bo impossible to raise 
sufficient tnnda; but there was one—Mary 
Conner—who thought it could be done; 
that the Lord would help thoie who would 


of Mrs. Mary Ann Johnson,, a zealous 
Christian l>'dy in the church, the sum of 
six hundred" dollars was raised. Twenty 
feet was added and the Beating capacity 
ncreased. 
After 
the enlargement an 


arrangement was made with the As^ocia- 
tion of Local Preachers, of Philadelphia, 
among whom wore many eminent men, 
to supply tho pulpit on Sabbath mornings. 
In 1840, n division was made in the cir- 
cuit; Bristo'l, Bustleton and Bolmesburg 
were united into ono charge. John Led- 
nums ana William W. McMichael were 
appointed. At the close of the year they re- 
ported 427 members and 200 probationers 
in the circuit. 
Mr. Lednnms was a man 


of more than ordinary ability. Ho wrote 
a history of Methodism, which has been 
recognized as a standard work in the 
Ohurch. 
In 1843 another change was 


made in the circuit; Bristol, Bensalem 
and Neshaminy were made one charge.

bem and 17 probationers. 


NEW OHUROH ERE01ED. 


During the pastorate of Rev. Aspril in 


1844, the old church was torn down and a 
new one, 40 by 60 feet, two stories high 
was built on the same ground, at a cost o 
$7 000, and was dedicated by ihe Rev 
John Kenneday.D.D., in 1845,who preach- 
ed morning and evening.
